REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Note that, Applicant's amendments, Applicant's arguments, and the Examiner's 
Amendment are sufficient to place the instant claims in condition for allowance. 

Of the references of record, the most pertinent are Steer (US 6,627,585) or 
Evans et al (US 5,837,661). Steer teaches a mousse-forming cleansing shampoo 
composition having improved conditioning performance comprising a foamable 
concentrate comprising one surfactant, dispersed particles of a water-insoluble 
conditioning agent having a particle size of 1 micron or greater, an aqueous carrier, and 
an aerosol propellant. See Abstract. 

Evans et al teach hair conditioning shampoo compositions comprising from about 
5% to about 50% by weight of a detersive surfactant, from about 0.05% to about 1 0% 
by weight of a silicone hair conditioning agent, from about 0.1% to about 10% of a 
suspending agent, from about 0.025% to about 1 .5% by weight of selected polyalkylene 
glycols, and water, and optionally one or more additional materials known for use in 
shampoo or conditioning compositions. See Abstract. 

However, Steer or Evans et al do not teach the use of di-PPG-2-myreth-10 
adipate in addition to the other requisite components of the composition as recited by 
the instant claims. 

None of the references of record, alone or in combination, teach or suggest a 
moisturizing detergent composition containing a cationic polymer, a di-PPG-2 myreth-10 
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adipate, a monoester emollient, a cleansing surfactant, and the other requisite 
components of the composition in the specific proportions as recited by the instant 
claims. Accordingly, since the prior art fails to teach or suggest such a composition as 
recited by the instant claims, the instant claims are deemed allowable.
